(2) All candidates who have been put in nomination by any cau- 
cus, convention, mass meeting, or other assembly of any political party or 
faction and certified in writing by the chair and secretary of the nominating 
caucus, convention, mass meeting, or assembly and filed with the probate 
judge, in the case of a candidate for county office, and the Secretary of 
State in all other cases, on or before 5:00 P.M. 60-days-beforethe-date-of 
the-first primary-etectton six days after the second primary election. 


(3) Each candidate who has been requested to be an independent 
candidate for a specified office by written petition signed by electors quali- 
fied to vote in the election to fill the office when the petition has been filed 
with the probate judge, in the case of a county office and with the Secretary 
of State in all other cases, on or before 5:00 P.M. 

Six days after the second primary election. The number of 
qualified electors signing the petition shall equal or exceed one percent of 
+ of the qualified electors who cast 
ballots for the office of Governor in the last general election for the state, 
county, city, district, or other political subdivision in which the candidate 
seeks to qualify. 


“(b) With regard to the 1992 election cycle for candidates for the 
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United States House of Representatives only, and only if the Legislature 
adopts an approved congressional reapportionment plan in the 1992 Regu- 
lar Session, candidates shall be certified or qualified on or before 5:00 p.m. 
29 days before the first primary election. 


“(c) The Secretary of State must, not later than stx 45 days after 
the second primary, certify to the probate judge of each county in the state, 
in the case of an officer to be voted for by the electors of the whole state, 
and to the probate judges of the counties composing the circuit or district in 
case of an officer to be voted for by the electors of a circuit or district, upon 
suitable blanks to be prepared by him or her for that purpose, the fact of 
nomination or independent candidacy of each nominee or independent can- 


didate or candidate of a party who did not receive more than 20 percent of 
the entire vote cast in the last general election preceding the primary who 


has qualified to appear on the general election ballot. The probate judge 
shall then prepare the ballot with the names of each candidate qualified 
under the provisions of this section printed on the ballot.

Providing for distinctive motor vehicle license tags or plates for 
supporters of Alabama Forests; prescribing the fees for the tags or plates; 
providing for the establishment of a “Forest Stewardship Education Fund”; 
providing for the establishment of the “Alabama Forest Stewardship Edu- 
cation Committee”; providing for disposition of the net proceeds from the 
fees; providing for an expiration date for the tags or plates; and providing 
for a delayed effective date. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section |. Upon application to the judge of probate or license com- 
missioner, compliance with motor vehicle registration and licensing laws, 
payment of regular fees required by law for license tags or plates for private 
passenger or pleasure motor vehicles, and payment of an additional fee of 
fifty dollars ($50), owners of motor vehicles who are residents of Alabama 
shall be issued distinctive “Alabama Forests” license tags and plates. These 
tags or plates shall be valid for five years, and shall then be replaced with 
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either conventional or personalized tags or plates. Payment of required li- 
cense fees and taxes for the years during which a new tag or plate is not 
issued shall be evidenced as provided for in Section 32-6-63 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. The distinctive “Alabama Forests” license tags or plates 
shall be produced and designed by the Alabama Department of Revenue 
with the advice and consent of the Alabama Forestry Commission. The tags 
or plates shall be issued, printed, and processed like other distinctive and 
personalized tags or plates provided for in Chapter 6 of Title 32 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975. 


Section 2. (a) There is established within the State Treasury, “The 
Forest Stewardship Education Fund,” whose purpose is to promote the pro- 
fessional management of trees and related resources and to educate the gen- 
eral public regarding the contribution that trees and related resources make 
to the economy and environmental quality of this state. 


(b) Proceeds from the additional revenues generated by the fifty 
dollars ($50) for the Alabama Forests tags or plates, less administrative 
costs, shall be submitted monthly by the Alabama State Comptroller to the 
Forest Stewardship Education Fund. The funds are continuously appropri- 
ated to the Alabama Forestry Commission. The expenditure of the funds 
appropriated shall be budgeted and allotted pursuant to the Budget Man- 
agement Act and Article 4 of Chapter 4 of Title 41, commencing with Sec- 
tion 41-4-80 of the Code of Alabama 1975. The additional fees represent a 
charitable contribution from the purchaser to the Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission. The funds may be used by the Alabama Forestry Commission or 
may be used through grants from the Alabama Forestry Commission to 
other organizations. 


Section 3. The distinctive license plates or tags issued pursuant to 
this act shall not be transferable between motor vehicle owners, and in the 
event the owner of a vehicle bearing the distinctive plates sells, trades, ex- 
changes, or otherwise disposes of the motor vehicle, the tags or plates shall 
be retained by the owner to whom issued and returned to the judge of pro- 
bate or license commissioner of the county, who shall receive and account 
for the tags or plates as provided in this section. In the event the owner 
acquires by purchase, trade, exchange, or otherwise a vehicle for which no 
standard tags or plates have been issued during the current license period, 
the judge of probate or license commissioner of the county shall, upon be- 
ing furnished by the owner proper certification of the acquisition of the 
vehicle and the payment of the motor vehicle license tax due upon the ve- 
hicle, authorize the transfer of the distinctive license tags or plates previ- 
ously purchased by the owner to the vehicle, which tags or plates shall 
authorize the operation of the vehicle for the remainder of the then current 
license period. In the event the owner of the distinctive license tags or plates 
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acquires by purchase, trade, exchange, or otherwise a vehicle for which 
standard plates have been issued during the current license year, the judge 
of probate or license commissioner shall, upon proper certification of the 
owner and upon delivery to the official of the standard plates previously 
issued for the vehicle, authorize the owner of the newly acquired vehicle to 
place the distinctive license tags or plates previously purchased on the ve- 
hicle and use the tags or plates for the remainder of the then current license 
period. The notice of transfer of ownership shall be recorded by the judge of 
probate or the license commissioner. 


Any person acquiring by purchase, trade, exchange, or otherwise 
any vehicle formerly bearing the distinctive tags or plates may, upon certi- 
fication of the fact to the judge of probate or license commissioner of the 
county and the payment of the fee now required by law, purchase standard 
replacement plates for the vehicle which shall authorize the operation of the 
vehicle by the new owner for the remainder of the license period. 


Section 4. (a) The Alabama Forest Stewardship Education Fund 
shall be administered by the Alabama Forest Stewardship Education Com- 
mittee. The committee shall be appointed by the Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission and composed of the following members: 


(1) One member of the Alabama Association of Consulting Forest- 
ers. 


(2) One member of the Alabama Treasure Forest Landowners As- 
sociation. 


(3) One member of the Urban Forestry Association. 

(4) One member of the Society of American Foresters. 

(5) One member of the Alabama Farmer’s Federation. 

(6) One member of the Alabama Forest Owners Association. 


(7) The chair of the Board of Registration for Foresters, or his or 
her designee. 


(8) The Dean of the Auburn University School of Forestry, or his 
or her designee. 


(9) The Executive Director of the Alabama Forestry Association, 
or his or her designee. 
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(10) The State Forester, or his or her designee, who shall serve as 
chair of the committee. 


(b) The first six members who are appointed to the committee shall 
initially serve two-year terms. At the expiration of the two-year terms, the 
members will serve staggered three-year terms as designated by the chair of 
the committee.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 32-8-87, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to motor 
vehicle certificates of title, to provide further for the circumstances when a 
motor vehicle would be considered a total loss and to provide further for the 
issuance of a certificate of title to the owner of a salvage motor vehicle 
restored to its operating condition prior to damage. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 32-8-87, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“§32-8-87. 


“(a) Each owner of a motor vehicle and each person mentioned as 
owner in the last certificate of title who scraps, dismantles, destroys, or 
changes the motor vehicle in such a manner that it is not the same motor 
vehicle described in the certificate of origin or certificate of title; shall as 
soon as practicable cause the certificate of origin or certificate of title, if 
any, and any other documents or information required by the department to 
be mailed or delivered to the department for processing. The department 
shall, with the consent of any holder of liens noted on the surrendered cer- 
tificate, enter a cancellation upon its records. Upon cancellation of a certifi- 
cate of origin or certificate of title in the manner prescribed by this section, 
the department shall cancel all certificates of origin or certificates of title 
and all memorandum certificates in that chain of title. A certificate of title 
for the vehicle shall not again be issued except upon application containing 
the information the department requires, accompanied by a certificate of 
inspection in the form and content as specified in this section. 


“No motor vehicle for which a salvage or junk certificate has been 
issued by this state or any other state shall be driven or operated on the 
highways or other public places of this state. However-a A vehicle which is 
in this state and for which a salvage certificate has been issued, and the 
vehicle is being restored to its operating condition which existed prior to the 
event which caused the salvage certificate of title to issue, may be moved to 
and from repair points as necessary by the rebuilder to complete the resto- 
ration or may be moved as permitted by the department of revenue for 
inspection or for any other purpose. A valid Alabama dealer transpert(BB 
license plate mmrst shall be displayed on the vehicle during its movement. 
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Ary A person who violates this subsection shall, upon conviction, be guilty 
of a Class C misdemeanor and shall be punishable as required by law. 


“(b) When the frame or engine is removed from a motor vehicle 
and not immediately replaced by another frame or engine, or when an insur- 
ance company has paid money or made other monetary settlement as com- 
pensation for a total loss of any motor vehicle, sueh the motor vehicle shall 
be considered to be salvage. The owner of every motor vehicle in which 
total loss or salvage has occurred shall, within 72 hours after steh the total 
loss or salvage occurs, make application for a salvage certificate of title 
and forward to the department the certificate of origin or certificate of title 
to the motor vehicle, whereupon the department shall process the certificate 
of origin or certificate of title in a manner prescribed by law or regulation. 
An insurance company which pays money or makes other monetary settle- 
ment as compensation for total loss of a motor vehicle shall at the time of 
payment or monetary settlement obtain sueh the vehicle’s certificate of ori- 
gin or certificate of title and, as soon as practicable after receiving them, 
shall forward them along with their application for a salvage certificate, to 
the department for processing. In the event the payment or monetary settle- 
ment was made because of the theft of the vehicle, which shall be consid- 
ered a total loss as defined in this section, the insurance company shall 
forward the vehicle’s properly assigned certificate of origin or certificate of 
title as provided herein, to the department as soon as practicable after the 
vehicle is recovered.

SECTION 5. No other funds provided herein for the public schools, 
including funds in Section 3.A.9., shall be used for the payment of any 
salaries of personnel not under the direct control, employment, and supervi- 
sion of local boards of education. No funds provided herein for the two- 
year postsecondary schools under the auspices of the State Board of Educa- 
tion shall be used for the payment of any salaries of personnel not under the 
direct control, employment and supervision of said institutions. 


SECTION 6. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, contributions, or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the 
bill, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties, to any department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropri- 
ated and, in the event the same are recurring, are reappropriated to such 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, of- 
fice or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which the 
grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, mu- 
nicipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as 
deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the State 
of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially de- 
fray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through 
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the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 7. The State Superintendent of Education shall make 
requisitions on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in 
accordance with the law and rules and regulations governing the expendi- 
ture or disbursement of any and all funds appropriated to the State 
Department of Education and/or the State Board of Education in this Act, 
whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. Furthermore, 
the Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on Higher Education 
may submit to the Comptroller requests for timely payments of warrants to 
students receiving financial assistance to attend postsecondary educational 
institutions. All other appropriations in this Act shall be paid after proper 
requisitions are made on the State Comptroller in the manner now provided 
by law. 


SECTION 8. (a) Funds appropriated from the ASETF or ear- 
marked state funds in this Act to any state department, division, board, 
bureau, commission, agency, institution, or office (with the exception of 
local boards of education and postsecondary institutions of education) shall 
not be expended for the purchase or lease of automotive vehicles. A state 
agency funded from the ASETF or earmarked state funds in this Act may 
request to purchase or lease automotive vehicles for emergency purposes. 
The request shall be made in writing to the Director of Finance, the Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation-Education. The request shall 
explain the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the emergency 
need for the vehicle. The request shall be approved unanimously by the 
Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxa- 
tion-Education prior to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle. 


(b) No funds appropriated in this act shall be expended for the 
purpose of purchasing optional equipment on state motor vehicles that con- 
sist of stereo equipment, power seats, leather upholstery, premium wheel 
covers, deluxe exterior trim, or sun roofs. 


(c) On the last day of this fiscal year, each state school, college, 
department, agency, or like institution receiving funds under this act shall 
file a report with the Legislature detailing purchases of new motor vehicles 
during the fiscal year, including complete information on the date of pur- 
chase, make and model of the vehicle, standard equipment on the vehicle, 
optional equipment on the vehicle, and a complete inventory of all state 
motor vehicles assigned to, being used by, or being leased by the state school, 
college, department, agency, or like institution receiving funds under this 
Act, and shall also submit an inventory report of all motor vehicles that it 
operates that do not have state vehicle identification license tags. 
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SECTION 9. It is the intent of the Legislature that all salary 
increases granted to lunchroom workers by the Legislature beginning Octo- 
ber 1, 1993 and October 1, 1994 shall be fully funded by local school 
boards from state funds provided in this Act and not from funds generated 
by lunchroom sales. A school board may obtain a waiver from the provi- 
sions of this section for a particular school or schools by applying for such 
a waiver in writing to the State Superintendent of Education. The State 
Superintendent may recommend a waiver in writing if the facts presented 
by the local school board warrant such a waiver and the state school board 
approves the waiver. 


SECTION 10. It is the intent of the Legislature that Teacher 
Inservice Centers at the existing Inservice Educational Centers shall con- 
tinue to be utilized by the local boards of education in the respective regions 
and shall be funded from Professional Development funds generated by the 
K-12 Foundation Program, funded in Section 3.A.9. of this Act. Such 
centers shall be evaluated by the State Department of Education and recom- 
mendations as to the effectiveness of each center shall be made to the State 
Board of Education, the Governor and the Legislature prior to December 
31, 1996. 


SECTION 11. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or 
repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other educa- 
tion or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse 
any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, 
which are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or dis- 
burse. The receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain 
separate accounts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of account- 
ing which will show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provi- 
sion of this appropriation. 


SECTION 12. The appropriations made herein to the departments, 
boards, offices, commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary 
and said departments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby 
directed to make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in 
the amounts enumerated in the general appropriation act for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1996. All agencies enumerated in this Act that re- 
ceive services from other governmental agencies enumerated in the general 
appropriations act shall make full payment in a timely manner (as deter- 
mined by the Department of Finance) for such services. 


SECTION 13. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year 
appropriation other than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 
1975, Section 41-4-93, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal 
year immediately following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was 
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made and shall revert to the credit of the ASETF or earmarked fund from 
which the appropriation or appropriations were made.

proceeds from specified excise taxes to the extent necessary to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest at their respective maturities; to authorize the Authority 
to pledge for payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds the 
monies so appropriated and pledged; to provide that the bonds shall be 
limited obligations of the Authority payable solely out of the funds so ap- 
propriated and pledged and will not create a debt or obligation of the State; 
to provide that the bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from 
taxation in this State and the bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds 
of this State and its political subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies, 
and for investment of fiduciary funds; to exempt the Authority and the bonds 
from the usury laws; to authorize the issuance by the Authority of refund- 
ing bonds for the purpose of refunding the principal and interest of any then 
outstanding bonds theretofore issued by the Authority and the expenses of 
such refunding and any premiums necessary to retire those so refunded; to 
provide that after payment of the expenses of the issuance of the bonds the

In August of any year that the term of a member of the 
board expires, the Board of Chiropractic Examiners shall mail a notice of 
the election of the board and the method of qualifying as a candidate to each 
active licensed chiropractor in the district where the vacancy occurs at his 
or her permanent mailing address. The election provided for in this section 
shall be conducted by an independent agency such as a certified public 
accounting firm. The board shall set a period for candidates to qualify and 
the date for the ballots to be mailed. Candidates shall qualify by submitting 
their name to the executive secretary of the board during the qualifying 
period which shall be not less than 20 days nor more than 40 days after the 
notice is mailed. Not less than 14 days after the deadline for qualification, 
each licensed chiropractor shall be mailed a ballot for the appropriate con- 
‘gressional district where the vacancy is to be filled.

tion; to provide funds for a supplementary allocation to those school sys- 
tems where the findings of the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs 
totaled less than the funds each school system would receive through an 
allocation method based on the average daily membership for the first forty 
scholastic days of the school year 1994-95; to provide funds to replace pre- 
1978 school buses routinely used by certain city and county boards of edu- 
cation; to provide funds for public school buildings which have been de- 
stroyed by fire or natural disaster; to provide funds for special and critical 
needs as determined by the Alabama Public School and College Authority; 
to provide for the reallocation of any unexpended funds after a specified 
period of time; to authorize the Authority to reimburse the Building Com- 
mission, Department of Finance and Treasurer’s Office for costs incurred 
in the administration of the business of the Authority; to authorize the Au- 
thority to establish procedures and requirements to ensure compliance with 
any tax covenants with which the Authority must comply; to provide for the 
details of the bonds and for the terms of sale thereof; to make an appropria- 
tion and pledge for payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds of 
proceeds from specified excise taxes to the extent necessary to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest at their respective maturities; to authorize the Authority 
to pledge for payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds the 
monies so appropriated and pledged; to provide that the bonds shall be 
limited obligations of the Authority payable solely out of the funds so ap- 
propriated and pledged and will not create a debt or obligation of the State; 
to provide that the bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from 
taxation in this State and the bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds 
of this State and its political subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies, 
and for investment of fiduciary funds; to exempt the Authority and the bonds 
from the usury laws; to authorize the issuance by the Authority of refund- 
ing bonds for the purpose of refunding the principal and interest of any then 
outstanding bonds theretofore issued by the Authority and the expenses of 
such refunding and any premiums necessary to retire those so refunded; to 
provide that after payment of the expenses of the issuance of the bonds the 
proceeds from the sale thereof shall be disbursed on orders or warrants 
issued by or under the direction of the Authority for the purposes for which 
the Bonds are authorized to be issued; to provide for the timely expenditure 
of the proceeds from the sale of the Bonds; and provide that if any portion 
of this Act should be held invalid such holding shall not affect the validity

Services Board to make local capital improvement grants; to provide funds 
to the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind; to 
provide funds to the State Board of Education for capital improvements for 
facilities to serve students who need assistance in addition to the general 
education program; to provide funds for capital improvements to be based 
on the average daily membership (ADM) for the first forty scholastic days 
of school year 1994-95; to provide for the reallocation of any unexpended 
funds after a specified period of time; to authorize the Authority to reim- 
burse the Building Commission, Department of Finance and Treasurer’s 
Office for costs incurred in the administration of the business of the Au- 
thority; to authorize the Authority to establish procedures and requirements 
to ensure compliance with any tax covenants with which the Authority must 
comply; to provide for the details of the bonds and for the terms of sale 
thereof; to make an appropriation and pledge for payment of the principal 
of and interest on the bonds of proceeds from specified excise taxes to the 
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extent necessary to pay the principal and interest at their respective maturities; 
to authorize the Authority to pledge for payment of the principal of and

OF ALABAMA, That we respectfully request the Honorable Chief Justice 
and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, or a majority of them, to give 
this body their written opinion on the following important constitutional 
questions which have arisen concerning the pending H. 234, a copy of which 
is attached to this resolution and made a part hereof by reference, which 
pertains to the General Fund Budget for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1996. 


Projected revenue derived from motor vehicle registration fees and 
charges and motor fuel taxes for the next fiscal year is estimated at 
$47,000,000. This bill appropriates from these revenue sources approxi- 
mately $37,000,000 for purposes of highway construction, maintenance or 
repair, traffic regulation, and public safety and enforcement of motor ve- 
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hicle laws. The remainder of those revenues derived from state motor ve- 
hicle registration fees and charges and motor fuel taxes are appropriated 
among other agencies. 


Amendment No. 354 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 pro- 
vides as follows: 


“Amendment No. 354 
“AMENDMENT OF AMENDMENT NO. 93. 


“Amendment XCIII [93] to the Constitution of Alabama, as sub- 
mitted November 4, 1952, and proclaimed ratified November 19, 1952, 
shall be amended so that said Amendment XCIII [93], shall read as follows: 


“No moneys derived from any fees, excises, or license taxes, levied 
by the state, relating to registration, operation, or use of vehicles upon the 
public highways except a vehicle-use tax imposed in lieu of a sales tax, and 
no moneys derived from any fee, excises, or license taxes, levied by the 
state, relating to fuels used for propelling such vehicles except pump taxes, 
shall be expended for other than cost of administering such laws, statutory 
refunds and adjustments allowed therein, cost of construction, reconstruc- 
tion, maintenance and repair of public highways and bridges, costs of high- 
way rights-of-way, payment of highway obligations, the cost of traffic regu- 
lation, and the expense of enforcing state traffic and motor vehicle laws. 
The provisions of this amendment shall not apply to any such fees, excises, 
or license taxes now levied by the state for school purposes for this whole 
state or for any county or city board of education therein; and the legisla- 
ture may provide for the manufacture, distribution and use on private pas- 
senger or pleasure motor vehicles of personalized license plates or tags, 
bearing some special letters, figures, mark or badge of distinction or per- 
sonal prestige in lieu of the regular license plates or tags, and if it does so, 
the legislature must also require that such tags may be procured only by 
payment of a fee or charge, in addition to the regular fee, excise or license 
tax for the registration, operation or use of such motor vehicles upon the 
highways. The moneys derived from the additional charge made for such 
special or distinctive license plates or tags, in excess of the cost of the 
manufacture and distribution of such plates or tags, may be used in such 
manner as the legislature prescribes.” 


Sections 32-6-5, 40-12-270, 40-12-271, 40-12-272, and 40-12-274, 
Code of Alabama 1975, levy and assess fees and charges, and provide for 
the disposition of certain motor vehicle licensing fees in accordance with 
Amendment No. 354. 


The questions offered for the court’s consideration are as follows: 
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(1) Does H. 234 violate any of the above cited constitutional or 
statutory provisions to the extent that only a portion ($37,000,000) of the 
projected $47,000,000 from revenue sources dedicated to the Road and 
Bridge Fund, public safety, and law enforcement are appropriated for those 
earmarked purposes? 


(2) May any portion of taxes derived from those sources enumer- 
ated in Amendment No. 354 be appropriated for purposes other than speci- 
fied in Section 354? 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Secretary of the Senate is hereby 
directed to send nine true copies of the pending bill, H. 234, to the Clerk of 
the Supreme Court of Alabama, and to transmit this request to the Justices 
of the Supreme Court forthwith upon adoption of this resolution.

tion and pledge for payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds of 
proceeds from specified excise taxes to the extent necessary to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest at their respective maturities; to authorize the Authority 
to pledge for payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds the 
monies so appropriated and pledged; to provide that the bonds shall be 
limited obligations of the Authority payable solely out of the funds so ap- 
propriated and pledged and will not create a debt or obligation of the State;

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Definitions. Wherever used in this Act, the following 
terms shall have the following meaning respectively, unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise: 


“1965 Act” means Act No. 243 enacted at the 1965 First Special 
Session of the Legislature, codified as Title 16, Chapter 16, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975. 


“1971 Acts” means Act No. 94 enacted at the 1971 First Special 
Session of the Legislature, Act No. 2428 enacted at the 1971 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature, and Act No. 56 enacted at the 1971 Second Special 
Session of the Legislature. 
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“1973 Act” means Act No. 1277 enacted at the 1973 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature as amended by Act No. 73 enacted at the 1975 Third 
Special Session of the Legislature and Act No. 1223 enacted at the 1975 
Regular Session of the Legislature. 


“1978 Act” means Act No. 138 enacted at the 1978 Second Special 
Session of the Legislature, as amended by Act No. 79-41 enacted at the 
1979 Regular Session of the Legislature and Act No. 81-827 enacted at the 
1981 Regular Session of the Legislature. 


“1985 Act” means Act No. 943 enacted at the 1985 Second Special 
Session of the Legislature. 


“1990 Act” means Act No. 280 enacted at the 1990 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 


“Authority” means Alabama Public School and College Authority. 


“Bonds” (except where that word is used with reference to bonds 
issued under another act) means those bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued under the provisions of this Act. 


“Capital Improvements” means buildings containing classrooms, 
offices, libraries, laboratories, clinical or teaching facilities, dormitories, 
vocational education facilities, cafeterias, alternative schools, technologi- 
cal equipment, physical education facilities, research facilities, related cam- 
pus improvements and land as sites therefor, together with equipment there- 
for, and school buses. The term “Capital Improvements” does not include 
textbooks, office supplies, or school supplies used by the educational enti- 
ties referred to in Section 2 of this Act, or any of their personnel or students. 


“Commission” means the building commission created by section 
41-9-140 and its successors as the state agency for awarding construction 
contracts and supervising construction. 


“Government Securities” means any bonds or other obligations 
which as to principal and interest constitute direct obligations of, or are 
unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of America, including 
obligations of any federal agency to the extent such obligations are uncon- 
ditionally guaranteed by the United States of America and any certificates 
or any other evidences of an ownership interest in such obligations of, or 
unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of America or in specified 
portions thereof (which may consist of the principal thereof or the interest 
thereon). 
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“Legislature” means the Legislature of Alabama. 


‘Permitted Investments” means (1) Government Securities; (i1) 
bonds, debentures, notes or other evidences of indebtedness issued by any 
of the following agencies: Bank for Cooperatives; Federal Intermediate Credit 
Banks; Federal Financing Bank; Federal Home Loan Banks; Federal Farm 
Credit Bank; Export-Import Bank of the United States; Federal Land Banks, 
or Farmers Home Administration or any other agency or corporation which 
has been or may hereafter be created by or pursuant to an act of the Con- 
gress of the United States as an agency or instrumentality thereof; (iii) bonds, 
notes, pass through securities or other evidences of indebtedness of Gov- 
ernment National Mortgage Association and participation certificates of 
Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corporation; (iv) full faith and credit obliga- 
tions of any state, provided that at the time of purchase such obligations are 
rated at least “AA” by Standard & Poor’s Corporation and at least “Aa” by 
Moody’s Investors service; (v) public housing bonds issued by public agen- 
cies or municipalities and fully secured as to the payment of both principal 
and interest by contracts with the United States of America, or temporary 
notes, preliminary notes or project notes issued by public agencies or mu- 
nicipalities, in each case fully secured as to the payment of both principal 
and interest by a requisition or payment agreement with the United States of 
America; (vi) time deposits evidenced by certificates of deposit issued by 
banks or savings and loan associations which are members of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, provided that, to the extent such time de- 
posits are not covered by federal deposit insurance, such time deposits (in- 
cluding interest thereon) are fully secured by a pledge of obligations de- 
scribed in clauses (i), (ii), (iii), and (v) above, which at all times have a 
market value not less than the amount of such bank time deposits required 
to be so secured and which meet the greater of 100% collateralization or the 
“AA” collateral levels established by Standard & Poor’s Corporation for 
structured financings; (vil) repurchase agreements for obligations of the 
type specified in clauses (i), (ii), (iii), and (v) above, provided such repur- 
chase agreements are fully collateralized and secured by such obligations 
which have a market value at least equal to the purchase price of such 
repurchase agreements which are held by a depository satisfactory to the 
State Treasurer in such manner as may be required to provide a perfected 
security interest in such obligations, and which meet the greater of 100% 
collateralization or the “AA” collateral levels established by Standards & 
Poor’s Corporation for structured financings; and (viii) uncollateralized 
investment agreements with, or certificates of deposit issued by, banks or 
bank holding companies, the senior long-term securities of which are rated 
at least “AA” by Standard & Poor’s Corporation and at least “Aa’’ by 
Moody’s Investors Service. 


“Refunding Bonds” means those refunding bonds issued under the 
provisions of this Act. 
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“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Nouns and pronouns when used in this Act shall be deemed to in- 
clude both singular and plural and all applicable genders. 


SECTION 2. Authorization to Issue Additional Bonds and Pur- 
poses Thereof. The Authority is hereby authorized to sell and issue its Bonds 
in the aggregate principal amounts of two hundred twenty-five million dol- 
lars ($225,000,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing, constructing, im- 
proving, renovating, and equipping public elementary/secondary school 
facilities and facilities for the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind, the 
Department of Youth Services and public institutions of higher education; 
for the Youth Services Board to make local capital improvement grants; 
and including the cost of architectural services therefor and services ren- 
dered by building inspectors for periodic and final inspections therefor. The 
Bonds authorized in this Act to be issued by the Authority shall be in addi- 
tion to all other bonds previously authorized to be issued by it, and the 
powers conferred on the Authority by this Act are in addition to all other 
powers heretofore conferred on the Authority by acts heretofore enacted by 
the Legislature. 


SECTION 3. Execution and Other Details of the Bonds. The Bonds 
shall be signed by the president or vice-president of the Authority, and the 
seal of the corporation shall be affixed thereto (or a facsimile thereof im- 
printed thereon) and attested by its secretary. All signatures of the presi- 
dent, vice-president, and secretary may be facsimile signatures if the Au- 
thority, in its proceedings with respect to issuance, provides for manual 
authentication (which may be in the form of a certificate as to registration) 
of the Bonds by a trustee, registrar or paying agent or by named individuals 
who are employees of the State and who are assigned to the Finance 
Department or State Treasurer’s Office of the State. All Bonds bearing 
signatures or facsimiles of the signatures of officers of the Authority in 
office on the date of signing thereof shall be valid and binding notwith- 
standing that before the delivery thereof and payment therefor, any officer 
whose signature appears thereon shall have ceased to be an officer of the 
Authority. The Bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all 
taxation in the State, may be used as security for deposits, and shall be 
eligible for investments of fiduciary funds, as provided in the 1965 Act. 
The Bonds shall be construed to have all the qualities and incidents of nego- 
tiable instruments subject to any registration provisions pertaining to trans- 
fers. The Authority and the Bonds shall be exempt from all laws of the 
State governing usury including, without limitation, the provisions of Title 
8, Chapter 8, Code of Alabama 1975, or any subsequent statute of similar 
import. The Bonds shall be in such form or forms and denomination or 
denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such rate or 
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rates of interest payable and evidenced in such manner, may be made sub- 
ject to redemption prior to their maturities, and may contain provisions not 
inconsistent with this Act, all as may be provided by the resolution of the 
Authority under which the Bonds may be issued; provided, that no Bonds 
shall have a specified maturity date later than twenty years after their date; 
and provided further, that those Bonds having maturities more than ten 
years after their date shall be subject to redemption at the option of the 
Authority on any interest payment date on and after the tenth anniversary 
after their date at such redemption price and under such conditions as may 
be prescribed in the proceedings of the Authority under which they are 
issued. For the purpose of paying the principal of, premium, if any, and 
interest on the Bonds or any Refunding Bonds, the Authority shall desig- 
nate the State Treasurer or such bank or banks with its principal office 
within the State as it, in its discretion, determines to be appropriate and 
desirable. Funds for the payment of debt service shall be transferred by the 
Authority or the State Treasurer on behalf of the Authority to the desig- 
nated paying agent on the actual due date of such principal, premium, if 
any, or interest. 


SECTION 4. Sale of the Bonds. The Bonds may be sold by the 
Authority from time to time in series, and if sold in more than one series, 
may all be authorized in one initial resolution of the Authority with the 
pledges therefor made by the Authority in such initial resolution although 
some of the details applicable to each series may be specified in the respec- 
tive resolutions under which the different series are issued. The Authority, 
in the course of establishing, by resolution, a principal amount of Bonds to 
be authorized for sale at any given time, or to be sold in any series, may 
take into account the existence of any unexpended proceeds or prior issues 
of bonds of the Authority (and of any other issuer, if such should be deemed 
by the Authority to be relevant), and may structure the portions of the allo- 
cations (provided for in Section 8 of this Act) to be distributed from the 
proceeds of a particular series (constituting less than all the Bonds autho- 
rized by this Act) as the Authority deems necessary or prudent in order to 
enable the Authority to comply with any tax covenants that may be required 
of it, or that may be deemed by it to be prudent to be given by it, in connec- 
tion with sale of any series of the Bonds. Each series of the Bonds shall be 
sold at competitive bid and at such price or prices and at such time or times 
as the Authority may consider advantageous. Bonds sold by competitive 
bid must be sold, whether on sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder 
whose bid reflects the lowest effective borrowing cost to the Authority on 
the series of the Bonds being sold; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the 
Authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice or summary notice of 
each such sale by competitive bids shall be given by publication in either a 
financial journal or a financial newspaper published in the City of New 
York, New York, and also by publication in a newspaper published in the 
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State which is customarily published not less often than five days during 
each calendar week, each of which notices must be published at least one 
time not less than ten days prior to the date fixed for the sale or, in the event 
no bid acceptable to the Authority is received at any such sale and the 
Bonds so offered are thereafter reoffered on the same terms and conditions, 
not less than five days prior to the date fixed for sale. The Authority may fix 
the terms and conditions under which the sale of any series of the Bonds 
may be held; provided, that the terms and conditions shall not conflict with 
any requirements of this Act. Approval by the Governor of Alabama of the 
terms and conditions under which any Bonds may be issued shall be requi- 
site to their validity. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State 
Department of Finance or any other department or agency shall be a prereq- 
uisite to the issuance of any of the Bonds. 


SECTION 5. Appropriation of Revenues to the Authority; Pledge 
Thereof for the Benefit of the Bonds. For the purpose of providing for pay- 
ment of the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on the Bonds and to 
accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged to 
those purposes, and hereby appropriated, the amount that may be necessary 
for those purposes from the following sources: 


(a) The residue of the receipts from the excise tax (“the utility 
gross receipts tax”) levied by Title 40, Chapter 21, Article 3, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, as amended (‘‘Article 3”), remaining after payment of the ex- 
penses of administration and enforcement of Article 3, being that portion of 
the tax that is required by Article 3 to be deposited in the State Treasury to 
the credit of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, after there shall 
have been taken from the residue the amount necessary to pay at their re- 
spective maturities the principal of and interest on those bonds issued by 
the Authority under the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 
Act, or the 1990 Act that may be outstanding at the time of the delivery of 
the respective series of the Bonds authorized herein; 


(b) The residue of the receipt from the excise tax (“the utility ser- 
vice use tax”) levied by Title 40, Chapter 21, Article 4, Code of Alabama 
1975 (“Article 4”), remaining after payment of the expenses of administra- 
tion and enforcement of Article 4, being that portion of the tax that is re- 
quired by Article 4 to be deposited in the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, after there shall have been taken 
from the residue the amount necessary to pay at their respective maturities 
the principal of and interest on those bonds issued by the Authority under 
the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 Act, or the 1990 Act 
that may be outstanding at the time of the delivery of the respective series of 
the Bonds authorized herein;

(c) The residue of the receipts from the license tax (‘the lease tax”’) 
levied on those engaging in the business of leasing or renting tangible per- 
sonal property levied by Title 40, Chapter 12, Article 4, Code of Alabama 
1975 (“Chapter 12, Article 4”), remaining after payment of the expenses of 
administration and enforcement of Chapter 12, Article 4, being that portion 
of the tax that is required by Chapter 12, Article 4 to be deposited in the 
State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, 
after there shall have been taken from the residue the amount necessary to 
pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest on those bonds 
issued by the Authority under the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, 
the 1985 Act, or the 1990 Act that may be outstanding at the time of the 
delivery of the respective series of the Bonds authorized herein; 


(d) To the extent and to the extent only that the revenues appropri- 
ated in the foregoing subsections (a), (b), and (c) of this Section may not be 
sufficient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of, premium, if 
any, and interest on the Bonds, the residue of the receipts from the excise 
tax (“the sales tax”) levied by Title 40, Chapter 23, Article 1, Division 1, 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended (“Article 1”), after there shall have 
been taken from the residue the amounts appropriated for other educational 
purposes in Section 40-23-35, Code of Alabama 1975 (which residue con- 
stitutes that portion of the receipts from the sales tax that is now required by 
law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
there shall have been taken from the residue amounts sufficient to meet all 
prior charges on the residue including such amounts as may be necessary to 
pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest on those bonds 
issued by the Authority under the 1965 Act, the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, 
the 1978 Act, the 1985 Act, or the 1990 Act that may be outstanding at the 
time of the delivery of the respective series of the Bonds authorized herein; 
and 


(e) To the extent and to the extent only that the revenues appropri- 
ated in the foregoing subsections (a), (b), (c), and (d) of this Section may 
not be sufficient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of, pre- 
mium, if any, and the interest on the Bonds, the residue of the receipts from 
the excise tax (“the use tax”’) levied by Title 40, Chapter 23, Article 2, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended (“Article 2”), after there shall have been 
taken from the residue the amount necessary to meet the expenses of the 
State Department of Revenue in collecting the use tax (which residue con- 
stitutes that portion of the receipts from the use tax that is now required by 
law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
there shall have been taken from the residue such amounts as may be neces- 
sary to meet all prior charges on the use tax including the amounts suffi- 
cient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest on 
those outstanding bonds referred to in subsection (d) of this Section.

All monies hereby appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sink- 
ing fund for the purpose of paying the principal of, premium, if any, and 
interest on the Bonds. The State Treasurer is authorized and directed to pay 
at their respective maturities the principal of, premium, if any, and interest 
on the Bonds out of this fund and out of the residues of the tax receipts 
herein appropriated and pledged for the benefit of the Bonds, and he or she 
is authorized and directed to set up and maintain appropriate records per- 
taining thereto. 


SECTION 6. Bonds to be Payable Solely out of the Revenues 
Appropriated; Authorization for Authority to Pledge Such Revenues for 
the Bonds. The Bonds shall not be general obligations of the Authority but 
shall be limited obligations payable solely out of the residues of the tax 
receipts appropriated and pledged in Section 5 of this Act. All Bonds issued 
by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be solely and 
exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall not constitute or create an 
obligation or debt of the State. As security for the payment of the principal 
of, premium, if any, and interest on the Bonds, the Authority is hereby 
authorized and empowered to pledge the residues of the tax receipts that are 
appropriated and pledged in Section 5 hereof for such purposes. All such 
pledges made by the Authority shall take precedence in the order of the 
adoption of the resolutions containing the pledges. All such pledges shall be 
prior and superior to any pledges that may be made for any refunding bonds 
hereafter issued by the Authority under the provisions of any of the 1965 
Act, the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 Act, the 1990 
Act, or any other act heretofore enacted. 


SECTION 7. Refunding Bonds. For the purpose of refunding any 
Bonds or Refunding Bonds of the Authority issued under the provisions of 
this Act, the 1965 Act, the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 
Act, the 1990 Act or any other act previously enacted, or any combination 
thereof, whether the refunding shall occur before, at or after the maturity of 
the bonds refunded and for the purpose of paying all premiums and ex- 
penses of the refunding (including, but not limited to, attorneys’ fees, costs 
of printing the Refunding Bonds, fiscal agents’ fees, and accountants’ fees), 
the Authority is hereby authorized to sell and issue its Refunding Bonds. 
Such Refunding Bonds may be sold and issued from time to time, at either 
public or private sale, and on such other terms and conditions as the Au- 
thority shall determine to be advantageous and shall adopt and provide for 
in its proceedings for the sale and issuance of such Refunding Bonds; pro- 
vided, however, that no Refunding Bonds shall be issued unless the present 
value of all debt service on the Refunding Bonds (computed with a discount 
rate equal to the true interest rate of the Refunding Bonds and taking into 
account all underwriting discount and other issuance expenses) shall not be 
greater than 97 percent of the present value of all debt service on the Bonds 
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to be refunded (computed using the same discount rate and taking into ac- 
count the underwriting discount and other issuance expenses originally ap- 
plicable to such Bonds) determined as if such bonds to be refunded were 
paid and retired in accordance with the schedule of maturities (considering 
mandatory redemption as scheduled maturity) provided at the time of their 
issuance. Provided further that the average maturity of the Refunding Bonds, 
as measured from the date of issuance of such Refunding Bonds, shall not 
exceed by more than three years the average maturity of the Bonds to be 
refunded, as also measured from such date of issuance, with the average 
maturity of any principal amount of Bonds to be determined by multiplying 
the principal of each maturity by the number of years (including any frac- 
tional part of a year) intervening between such date of issuance and each 
such maturity, taking the sum of all such products, and then dividing such 
sum by the aggregate principal amount of Bonds for which the average 
maturity is to be determined. Such Refunding Bonds shall be subrogated 
and entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the Bonds refunded 
thereby were entitled. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the 
Authority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of, premium, if 
any, and interest on the Refunding Bonds issued under this Act, the Author- 
ity is hereby authorized to pledge irrevocably for such purpose, and there is 
hereby appropriated for such purpose, such amount as may be necessary of 
the residues of the receipts from the excise taxes pledged and appropriated 
in subsections (a), (b), (c), (d), and (e) of Section 5 of this Act, any reserves 
or sinking funds established by the Authority, as well as revenues of the 
Authority from any other sources specified in the proceedings wherein the 
Refunding Bonds are authorized to be issued. Pending the application of the 
proceeds of Refunding Bonds issued in accordance with this Section, the 
proceeds, together with investment earnings therefrom, and amounts in any 
sinking fund, together with investment earnings thereon, may be held by the 
State Treasurer as treasurer of the Authority in trust, or may be deposited 
by the State Treasurer in trust, on such terms as the State Treasurer and the 
Authority shall approve, with a trustee or escrow agent, which trustee or 
escrow agent shall be a banking institution or trust company authorized to 
exercise trust powers in Alabama, for investment in Permitted Investments. 
Proceeds of Refunding Bonds shall be so invested and applied as to assure 
that the principal, interest, and redemption premium, if any, on the Bonds 
being refunded shall be paid in full on the respective maturity, redemption, 
or interest payment dates. Refunding Bonds issued by the Authority shall 
not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be payable solely from 
the sources specified in this Act and in the proceedings where the Refund- 
ing Bonds are authorized to be issued. All Refunding Bonds issued by the 
Authority shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Authority and 
shall not create debts of the State of Alabama. The faith and credit of the 
State of Alabama shall never be pledged for the payment of any Refunding 
Bonds issued by the Authority under this Act. The Authority may contract 
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with respect to the safekeeping and application of the Refunding Bonds 
proceeds and other funds included therewith and the income therefrom in- 
cluding the right to appoint a trustee which may be any trust company or 
state or national bank having powers of a trust company within and/or 
without the State. All other provisions of this Act shall apply to the Refund- 
ing Bonds issued hereunder except (a) the limitation contained in Section 2 
of this Act on the amount of Bonds that may be issued under this Act and 
(b) the provisions of Section 8 of this Act. All pledges made by this Act or 
by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act, for the benefit of 
Refunding Bonds issued under this Act, and all such pledges for the benefit 
of Refunding Bonds which may be issued to refund any bonds issued under 
any of the 1965 Act, the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 
Act, the 1990 Act or this Act, shall take precedence in the order of the 
adoption of the resolutions authorizing the issuance of such Refunding Bonds 
whether issued under this Act or under any other act. Bonds refunded prior 
to their maturity with the proceeds of Refunding Bonds shall be defeased if 
the Authority, in its proceedings regarding issuance of the Refunding Bonds 
provides for and establishes a trust or escrow fund comprised of monies or 
Government Securities, or both, sufficient to pay, when due, the entire prin- 
cipal of, premium, if any, and interest on the refunded bonds; provided, that 
such Government Securities shall not be subject to redemption prior to their 
maturities other than at the option of the holder thereof. Upon the establish- 
ment of such a trust or escrow fund, the refunded bonds shall no longer be 
deemed to be outstanding, shall no longer be secured by the funds pledged 
therefor in Section 5 of this Act, shall no longer be obligations of the Au- 
thority and shall be secured solely by and payable from monies and Gov- 
ernment Securities deposited in such trust or escrow fund. 


SECTION 8. Use of Bond Proceeds. The proceeds derived from 
each sale of the Bonds shall be deposited in the State Treasury and shall be 
carried in a separate fund therein for the account of the Authority, which 
shall pay therefrom the expenses of issuance thereof. The expenses of issu- 
ance of the Bonds shall be prorated among the recipients listed in the Act of 
the proceeds from the sale of the Bonds in proportions they receive alloca- 
tions of the proceeds thereunder. The proceeds from the sale of the Bonds 
remaining after payment of the expenses of issuance thereof shall be re- 
tained in the fund and, until they are paid out, shall be invested by the State 
Treasurer at the direction of the Authority in Permitted Investments which 
mature at such time or times as the Authority shall direct. Monies in the 
fund (whether original proceeds from the sale of the Bonds or principal 
proceeds of matured Permitted Investments) shall be paid out from time to 
time in orders or warrants issued by or on the direction of the Authority for 
any one or more of the purposes specified in Section 2 of this Act that may 
be deemed by the Authority to be most advantageous to the State, and such 
monies shall be allocated and expended by the Authority, subject to all the 
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provisions of this Act, in the amounts set out as follows: 


(a) One hundred twenty-five million dollars ($125,000,000) for 
elementary-secondary school systems to be allocated pursuant to the find- 
ings of the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs in concert with the 
prioritized list of needs provided by the superintendents of the local boards 
of education. Each superintendent of education from the 127 local boards 
of education will submit appropriate requests with documentation as estab- 
lished by the Alabama Public School and College Authority. Such docu- 
mentation will include, but not be limited to, architectural analysis and cost 
estimates of the critical need to be addressed and funded. The Alabama 
Public School and College Authority will review the request in concert with 
the data collected by the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs and award 
the funding where appropriate. 


(b) Three million five hundred thousand dollars ($3,500,000) shall 
be available for a supplementary allocation to those school systems where 
the findings of the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs totaled less 
than the funds each school system would receive through an allocation method 
based on the average daily membership (ADM) for the first forty scholastic 
days of the school year 1994-95. 


(c) Five million dollars ($5,000,000) shall be allocated to certain 
city or county boards of education as determined by the Authority for repair 
and/or replacement of, and equipment for, public school buildings which 
have been destroyed by fire or natural disaster. 


(d) As the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs was but a 
survey to determine the approximate amount needed to repair the critical 
needs of the schools, eighteen million dollars ($18,000,000) shall be allo- 
cated for special and critical needs as determined by the Alabama Public 
School and College Authority, to be based upon those schools and school 
systems that are identified as in need of assistance, pursuant to Section 3 of 
House Bill 466 (Public Education Accountability Plan) of the 1995 Regu- 
lar Session. The Alabama School of Math and Science shall be eligible to 
receive allocations at the discretion of the Alabama Public School and Col- 
lege Authority from this sub-section and any such distribution may be ex- 
pended to pay for existing debt service. 


(e) Fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) to be allocated to the 
Youth Services Board, which shall be expended upon the approval of the 
Board for capital improvements for the Department of Youth Services. 


(f) Five million dollars ($5,000,000) to be allocated to the Youth 
Services Board to be used to make local capital improvement grants to 
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local communities, comprised of one or more local governing bodies. Local 
capital improvement grants for at least five regional youth treatment cen- 
ters shall be funded by the Board. Any remaining funds may be used by the 
Board to fund local capital improvement grants for boot camps. In award- 
ing local capital improvement grants, the Youth Services Board shall re- 
quire local communities to: (1) submit applications, including plans for 
regional youth centers and/or boot camps; (2) provide operating funds for 
the regional youth treatment centers and/or boot camps; and (3) reduce 
commitments to the Department of Youth Services. 


All records, contracts and other information related to the expendi- 
ture of funds in subsections (e) and (f) of this Section shall be provided by 
the Department of Youth Services to the Authority, upon the request of the 
Authority. 


(g) Eight million five hundred thousand dollars ($8,500,000) shall 
be allocated at the discretion of the Authority for capital improvements for 
facilities to serve students who need assistance in addition to the general 
education program, upon application by local boards of education. The 
State Superintendent of Education shall submit to the Authority its recom- 
mendations for the expenditure of funds provided for in this subsection and 
the Authority shall consider the recommendations in making the allocations 
of these funds. 


The Authority may establish additional criteria for the allocation 
of funds in this subsection, which may include required local matching funds, 
assumption of operating costs or other forms of cost sharing. 


(h) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) shall be allocated to the Board 
of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind to provide fund- 
ing for capital improvements at the Institute. 


(i) Twenty-five million dollars ($25,000,000) shall be available 
for an allocation for Capital Improvements to local boards of education 
through an allocation method based on the foundation program allowance 
for other current expense as determined for fiscal year 1995-96.

The Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund fiscal 
year 1996-97, which begins October 1, 1996 shall, upon passage of this 
act, become a nine-month implementation fiscal year which ends June 30, 
1997. All appropriations made for the term that is the current lawful fiscal

The State Board of Education shall, in addition, consider nomina- 
tions by local legislators in each district, with each State Representative 
nominating one school and each State Senator nominating three schools.

The specification for the program and the 
computer equipment to be used in the program, including any computer 
hardware or software, shall be set by the Commission on Higher Education. 
A computerized integrated-learning program for teaching pre-algebra and 
algebra I shall meet all of the following specifications: All lessons shall be 
highly interactive, self-paced, and capable of being mastery-based. Selec- 
tion of specific units and order of unit presentation within the program shall 
be provided on an individual student basis. Explanatory material and prob- 
lems presented on screen shall be randomly-generated to ensure that stu- 
dents are not presented the same screens when they are asked to repeat a 
concept they did not understand or when they choose to review. Homework 
and tests shall be randomly-generated, graded by the computer, and based 
on the material covered by each individual student. The program toolkit 
shall include a user-friendly graphing calculator, a curve-fitting tool, an on- 
line glossary, a scientific calculator, and an interface to a mathematical 
symbolic language manipulator. The program shall also include open-ended 
questions, cooperative-learning activities, frequent real-world applications, 
an on-line diagnostic test, a student tutorial, and an on-line student bug 
reporting mechanism. In addition, the program shall provide capability for 
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electronic mail between teacher users and capability of being updated elec- 
tronically as new program enhancements occur. For the teaching of algebra 
I, the equipment shall be compatible with the existing pilot program. All 
computer equipment shall be purchased pursuant to the competitive bid 
law. 


Section 3. The Superintendent of Education and the Executive 
Director of the Alabama Commission on Higher Education shall jointly 
contract for an independent evaluation of the pilot program.

The House has non-concurred in the Senate amendment to the Bill: 


H. 597. To authorize Alabama Public School and College Au- 
thority to sell and issue one hundred fifty million dollars ($150,000,000.00) 
aggregate principal amount of additional bonds for capital improvements

totaled less than the funds each school system would receive through an 
allocation method based on the average daily membership for the first forty

authorize its agents to enter public or private property to investigate con- 
tamination with immunity from trespass, to conduct public hearings in the 
development of pro forma regulations and ordinances; to exempt the prop- 
erty and income and conveyances of or by the public corporation from state 
and local taxation and probate fees and taxes; to immunize the public cor- 
poration from civil suit and its board members and employees from liability 
for official duties; to confirm the governmental function of the public cor- 
porations’ activities; to confirm the same or similar authority, powers, and 
immunity of governing bodies to control, prohibit, and enforce storm water 
laws and regulations; to confirm governing bodies’ authority to adopt reso- 
lutions and ordinances to implement the storm water laws and procedures 
and this act and to participate in the public corporation and with other 
governing bodies and to authorize the governing bodies to establish fees, 
charges, or assessments without referendum unless required by the Con- 
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stitution, to authorize the levy and collection thereof by the tax assessor and 
tax collector, to establish by resolution or ordinance necessary enforcement 
measures, civil suit, and injunctive remedies; to confirm governing bodies’ 
eminent domain authority; to require the tax assessor and tax collector to

SUBSTITUTE FOR HB 234 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial agencies of the State, for other functions of govern- 
ment, for debt service, and for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1996. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the 
named funds for the 1995-96 fiscal year to the state agencies indicated, as 
the amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and 
are in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of 
the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures 
are listed by programmatic area and the totals for all programs are shown 
by the source of funds. It is intended that only the herein named funds be 
appropriated in the amounts specified to the named agencies; and that the 
following definitions shall be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all 
fund sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required 
to achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting the 
need of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the 
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acquisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have 
an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, 
and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment 
of interest and principal on bonded debt obligations of the State, and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(e) “Federal and Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, con- 
tributions, or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United 
States, municipalities or counties. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary 
expenses of the executive, legislative, and judicial agencies of the State, 
for other functions of government, for debt service, and for capital out- 
lay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996, to be paid out of any 
monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds and accounts as 
may be designated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, and the 
total amount to be expended for the items for which the appropriation is 
herein made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor, except as 
provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 
through 12, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, that regardless 
of the ending date of any pay period which has been or may be estab- 
lished by the Legislature for the payment of salaries of state employees, 
the entire payment due shall be made from the fiscal year’s appropria- 
tion in which the pay date falls.

That the 
amounts herein appropriated are the maximum amounts to be expended for 
the purposes herein designated and in no event shall the maximum expendi- 
ture provided for any items of expense exceed the amount allocated herein 
except as may be provided for under Sections 5 and 6 of this bill, as pro- 
vided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 et seq., 
Code of Alabama 1975, and those appropriations herein made, except ap- 
propriations to the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board for the pur- 
chase of alcoholic beverages, are and shall be subject to the terms, condi- 
tions, provisions and limitations of Sections 41-4-80 et seq., Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, and the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 et 
seq., Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 5. That any surplus remaining in any appropriation 
herein made from the State General Fund to any office, department, bureau, 
board, commission or agency may be transferred, on order of the Governor, 
to any other appropriation herein made from the State General Fund when 
such appropriation to any office, department, bureau, board, commission 
or agency is insufficient to pay salaries in that office, department, bureau, 
board, commission or agency. 


SECTION 6. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, contributions or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the 
bill, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties, to any department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropri- 
ated and, in the event the same are recurring, are reappropriated to such 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, of- 
fice or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which the 
grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, mu- 
nicipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as 
deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the State 
of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially de- 
fray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through 
the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 
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SECTION 7. All interest earned from funds paid into Account 
No. 396 (formerly Account No. 305735) by Act 87-761, Act 88-947, Act 
89-79, Act 90-556 and Act 91-572 are hereby appropriated to the Governor’s 
Contingency Fund to be spent at the discretion of the Governor. Any other 
interest earned by the state from Revenue Sharing Investments under the 
State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972, as amended, Public Law 
92-512, 92nd Congress, together with any accruals or reversions thereon 
are hereby appropriated to the State General Fund. 


SECTION 8. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year 
appropriation, other than the exclusions authorized in Section 41-4-93, Code 
of Alabama 1975, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal year 
immediately following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made 
and shall revert to the credit of the State General Fund or earmarked fund 
from which the appropriation or appropriations were made. 


SECTION 9. The appropriations made herein to the departments, 
boards, offices, commissions and agencies include the amounts necessary 
and said departments, boards, offices, commissions and agencies are hereby 
directed to make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in 
said amounts enumerated in this Act. All agencies enumerated in this Act 
and receiving services from other governmental agencies enumerated in this 
Act shall make full payment in a timely manner (as determined by the De- 
partment of Finance) for such services. 


SECTION 10. (a) Funds appropriated from the State General 
Fund or earmarked state funds in this act to any state department, division, 
board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, or office (with the excep- 
tion of local boards of education, the Department of Transportation, 
postsecondary institutions of education and the legislative branch of gov- 
ernment) shall not be expended for the purchase or lease of automotive 
vehicles. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Department of Public Safety 
may purchase automotive vehicles to be used for direct law enforcement 
purposes only. The Department of Public Safety may not transfer automo- 
tive vehicles from law enforcement personnel nor vehicles designated for 
law enforcement purposes to other personnel in that department nor shall 
vehicles be transferred to be used for any other purpose in that department 
nor transferred to any other state agency. A state agency may request to 
purchase or lease automotive vehicles for emergency purposes. The re- 
quest shall be made in writing to the Director of Finance, the Chairman of 
the House Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Finance and Taxation-General Fund. The request shall ex- 
plain the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the emergency 
need for the vehicle. The request shall be approved unanimously by the 
Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and 
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Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxa- 
tion-General Fund prior to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle. 


(b) No funds appropriated in this Act shall be expended for the 
purpose of purchasing optional equipment on state motor vehicles that con- 
sist of stereo equipment, power seats, leather upholstery, premium wheel 
covers, deluxe exterior trim, or sun roofs. 


SECTION 11. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provi- 
sion or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriations herein 
made be held unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other sec- 
tion, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act or any 
other appropriation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made not in 
and of itself unconstitutional or invalid. 


SECTION 12. All laws and parts of laws, general, special, pri- 
vate or local in conflict with or inconsistent with the provisions of this Act 
be and the same are hereby expressly repealed. 


SECTION 13. Each agency of the State funded through the pro- 
visions of this Act shall provide an equal opportunity for employment and 
business opportunities for all citizens of this state without regard to sex or 
race. 


SECTION 14. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1995.

WHEREAS, the state’s contributions to the Retirement Systems is 
expected to total an estimated $387 million and the contributions for state 
employees, teachers, and judges is expected to total an additional $223 
million for the 1996 fiscal year; and

have an estimated $15 billion to invest in the 1996 fiscal year; and 


WHEREAS, the Retirement Systems are governed by two separate 
boards, neither of which has a member of the Legislature as a member; and

BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby cre- 
ated a Permanent Joint Legislative Oversight Committee of the Retirement 
Systems of Alabama. The committee shall consist of the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives or his designee, the Lieutenant Governor or his 
designee, the Chair of the House Ways and Means Committee, the Chairs 
of the Senate Finance and Taxation Committees, three members of the House 
of Representatives appointed by the Speaker, and two members of the Sen- 
ate appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. The committee shall hold its 
organizational meeting within thirty days after the adjournment of the 1995 
Regular Session of the Legislature. The committee shall meet at the call of 
the Chair or any majority of members thereof; provided, that the committee

PERMANENT LEGISLATIVE OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE AND AN 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama notes with increasing con- 
cern the conflicting, counterproductive, and disjointed efforts of the state 
and local political subdivisions regarding the recruitment of industry and 
economic development; and 


WHEREAS, the absence of a well-reasoned, cohesive, and com- 
prehensive long-range strategy for economic and industrial development is 
painfully apparent to this body, as it attempts to fulfill prior industrial de- 
velopment obligations while meeting its commitment to the people of this 
state that scarce state revenues would be expended in a productive, benefi- 
cial, and fiscally prudent manner; and 


WHEREAS, a coordinated, deliberate, and constant plan of eco- 
nomic development must be immediately initiated to ensure the best utiliza- 
tion of limited financial and staff resources of the state, and individual coun- 
ties and municipalities that are allocated for economic and industrial re- 
cruitment, development, and expansion; and 


WHEREAS, unless an entity is created to oversee and monitor the 
various efforts concerning economic and industrial development undertaken 
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by the state and respective political subdivisions, the citizens and business 
community of the state will be in jeopardy of losing desirable economic 
development to competing states and countries, and the accompanying by- 
products of new employment opportunities and new business markets; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature declares that it is the appropriate en- 
tity to supervise, examine, and review these critical efforts to obtain and 
maintain industrial and economic development in Alabama; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Economic Devel- 
opment Permanent Legislative Oversight Committee is created. The com- 
mittee shall continue to function from one legislative term to the next legis- 
lative term and its powers and functions shall be continuous and perma- 
nent. 


The committee shall be composed of three members of each house, 
to be appointed by the presiding officer of each house. Members shall serve 
at the pleasure of the appointing officer and shall continue to serve on the 
committee on the commencement of a new legislative term until replaced by 
the appointing officer. A member shall cease to serve on the committee if 
the member ceases to be a member of the Legislature. The chair and vice 
chair of the committee shall be elected annually by the members of the 
committee. 


The committee shall adopt rules of procedure and a majority of the 
committee shall constitute a quorum for purposes of conducting official 
business. The committee shall have subpoena power. 


The committee shall perform the following functions: 


1. Study and evaluate the state’s economic development programs, 
study and evaluate all current laws and regulations concerning economic 
and industrial development, ascertain how to alter or replace these statutes 
and regulations and existing programs in order to develop and implement a 
thoughtful, coherent, comprehensive, and long-range plan for economic and 
industrial development, and submit their determinations in the form of rec- 
ommendations to the Legislature. Factors the committee shall consider in 
making recommendations shall include, but not be limited to, the disadvan- 
tages of intrastate entities competing for the same development, the cost- 
benefit ratio of various types of incentives, and the impact the development 
will have on existing services and facilities in the selected location and the 
cost to the public in making necessary improvements to such services and 
facilities. 
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2. Monitor on a continuing basis economic activities of the state, 
political subdivisions, and public entities including, but not limited to, of- 
fers of incentives such as tax abatements and tax benefits; infrastructive 
improvements; bonds and other forms of financing; labor, research, and 
technological equipment, personnel, and facilities; and purchase contracts 
and agreements. 


In order to perform these monitoring functions, no economic or 
industrial incentive may be offered by the state, a county, a municipality, 
other political subdivision, or other public entity unless the committee is 
given notice of the offer and the details of the offer at least sixty days prior 
to the offer. 


3. Evaluate the state’s offers of incentives, particularly as these 
offers compare to those of other states in the Southeast. 


4. Determine the state agency or department best suited to be the 
lead agency for coordination of the economic and industrial development 
efforts of the state. 


5. Review all existing and potential sources of funding available 
for state economic and industrial development programs and projects. 


The committee shall issue its initial report to the Legislature by the 
fifth legislative day of the 1996 Regular Session. Upon the request of the 
chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the House shall provide 
the clerical assistance necessary for the committee’s work. Each member 
of the committee shall be entitled to his or her regular legislative compensa- 
tion, his or her per diem, and travel expenses for each day he or she attends 
a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds appropri- 
ated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State Comp- 
troller upon requisitions signed by the chair of the committee. Such funds 
expended by this resolution shall not exceed $5,000.00 per fiscal year. Not- 
withstanding the foregoing, no member shall receive additional legislative 
compensation or per diem when the Legislature is in session or if a member 
is being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other 
state business.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section |. It is the finding of the Alabama Legislature that the 
people of Alabama have two basic expectations of their public schools: (1) 
that students be allowed to learn in a safe classroom setting where order and 
discipline are maintained; and (2) that students learn at the level of their 
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capabilities and achieve accordingly. The Legislature finds further that 
every child in Alabama is entitled to have access to a program of instruction 
which gives him or her the right to learn in a non-disruptive environment. 
No student has a right to be unruly in his or her classroom to the extent that 
such disruption denies fellow students of their right to learn. The teacher in 
each classroom is expected to maintain order and discipline. Teachers are 
hereby given the authority and responsibility to use appropriate means of 
discipline up to and including corporal punishment as may be prescribed by 
the local board of education. So long as teachers follow approved policy in 
the exercise of their responsibility to maintain discipline in their classroom, 
such teacher shall be immune from civil or criminal liability. It shall be the 
responsibility of the local boards of education and the administrators em- 
ployed by them to provide legal support to each teacher exercising his or 
her authority and responsibility to maintain order and discipline in his or 
her classroom as long as the teacher follows local board of education’s 
policy.

The employee shall pay the full health insurance 
cost during the time the employee is not on the legislative payrolls but re- 
mains eligible to continue employment during the next regular or special 
session of the legislature. During any legislative session that the employee 
is employed, the applicable contributions to the state employees’ retirement 
system and to health insurance coverage for dependents, if coverage is sub- 
scribed to for dependents, shall be deducted from the employee’s pay in the 
same manner as for full-time state employees and the employer cost shall be 
paid from funds appropriated to the legislature.

Please amend House Bill No. 772, as enrolled, as follows: 

On page 1, line 25 delete Section 2 entirely, renumber Section 3 to 
read as Section 2, renumber Section 4 to read as Section 3, and insert Sec- 
tion 4 as follows: 

“Section 4. After a matter has been transferred to the district attor- 
ney under Section 3, a court shall assess a collection fee of 30 percent of the 
funds due which shall be added to the amount of funds due. Any amount 


collected pursuant to this statue shall be distributed as follows: 


(a) Seventy-five percent of the collection fee shall be distributed to 
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the County District Attorney Fund to be expended for lawful purposes for 
the operation of the office of the district attorney. Funds provided to the 
district attorney by this act shall not reduce the amount payable to the dis- 
trict attorney under any local act or general act or reduce or affect the 
amounts of funding of the budget allocated by law. The Funds shall be 
audited as all other state funds are audited. 


(b) Twenty-five percent of the collection fee shall be distributed to 
the Circuit Clerk’s Fund which shall be kept and maintained by the circuit 
clerk in a separate account to be used for the operation of the office of the 
clerk to include, but not be limited to, equipment purchases, education, and 
other office-related expenses including personnel. Funds retained by the 
circuit clerk shall not reduce the amount payable to the circuit clerk under 
any local act or general act or reduce or affect the amounts of funding of the 
budget of the circuit clerk allocated by the Administrative Office of Courts. 
The funds shall be audited as all other state funds are audited. 


The remainder of the fees, fines, penalties, charges, court costs, 
and bail bond forfeitures after the deduction for collection shall be dis- 
bursed as provided by law on a monthly basis.”

SUBSTITUTE FOR HB 859 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Baldwin County; creating and establishing a personnel 
merit system; providing for personnel rules, principles, and organization; 
establishing a personnel department; establishing an appeals board and its 
membership; providing for classes of employment; and providing that county 
employees on the effective date of this act under certain conditions shall be 
classified employees. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section |. The purpose of this act is to establish a Baldwin County 
personnel merit system in order to maintain high quality employee conduct, 
integrity, and concern for the public interest. 


Section 2. As used in this act, the following words shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) APPOINTING AUTHORITY. The sheriff, judge of probate, 
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revenue commissioner, the county commission or the county administrator 
authorized by the county commission to act in its behalf. 


(2) APPOINTED CONTRACT EMPLOYEE. A limited class of 
employees who serves under contract with the county commission as speci- 
fied in this act or other statute. 


(3) APPOINTED EMPLOYEE. A limited class of employees who 
serves at the pleasure of a county department as designated in this act. 


(4) BOARD. The Baldwin County Personnel Appeals Board. 


(5) CLASSIFIED EMPLOYEE. An individual who is assigned to 
a regular position authorized by the county commission whose salary is 
paid with funds allocated by the county commission and which initially 
includes a probationary period of not more than six months during which 
time a probationary employee is not a merit employee. Time spent in spe- 
cial training or education courses shall not be considered a part of the pro- 
bationary period. 


(6) COUNTY. Baldwin County. 


(7) COUNTY COMMISSION. The governing body of Baldwin 
County or any succeeding governing body that may be established. 


(8) DEPARTMENT HEAD. All persons having the authority to 
hire employees for the various departments of county government under 
their direct supervision or as may be authorized hereafter by the county 
commission. 


(9) PROBATIONARY EMPLOYEE. An employee assigned to a 
classified position who has not achieved permanent status. 


Section 3. There is established a merit based personnel system for 
Baldwin County. This system is based on the following principles: 


(1) The recruitment, selection, and advancement of employees based 
on their seniority, education, demonstrated job performance, knowledge, 
and skills, including the open competition of qualified applicants for initial 
appointment. 


(2) The establishment of pay rates consistent with the principle of 
equal pay for equal jobs. 


(3) The opportunity for training of employees, as needed, to assure 
quality job performance. 
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(4) The retention of employees on the basis of county needs, ad- 
equacy of performance, the correction of inadequate performance, when 
possible, and the separation of employees who cannot or will not improve 
their performance to meet standards. 


(5) The assuring of fair treatment of applicants and employees in 
all aspects of personnel administration without regard to political affilia- 
tion, sex, race, color, religion, national origin, impairment, or age. 


(6) The providing to all classified employees who have been noti- 
fied of disciplinary action access to a fair and impartial hearing to review 
the disciplinary action. The hearing shall include for those employees who 
have been suspended without pay, demoted, or separated, due process pro- 
cedures, and upon timely request of the employee, a hearing before the 
Appeal Board created in this act. 


Section 4. All county employees shall be hired, retained, disci- 
plined, and dismissed based on rules, policies, and procedures adopted to 
implement this act. This personnel system shall apply to all employees ex- 
cept the following: 


(1) Elected officials. 
(2) Members of appointed boards and commissions. 
(3) Volunteers who receive no compensation from the county. 


(4) Persons performing work under contract with the county and 
not carried on the payroll as employees. 


(5) Persons whose employment is subject to the approval of the 
United States Government or the State of Alabama. 


(6) Appointed employees. 
(7) Appointed contract employees. 


Section 5. All classified county employees who have successfully 
completed a probationary period with the county shall not be separated 
from county employment without the minimum of a hearing with the em- 
ployees’ department head and the personnel director if requested by the 
employee. 


Section 6. The county commission shall establish a personnel sys- 
tem for Baldwin County and create a personnel department. The county 
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commission shall adopt all rules, policies, and procedures necessary for the 
creation and operation of the department. 


Section 7. The personnel department shall assist the county com- 
mission in the establishment and implementation of a merit-based personne! 
system. The county commission shall fund the personnel department ad- 
equately for the department to carry out its tasks and duties including nec- 
essary and reasonable funding for operation of the Personnel Appeals Board. 


Section 8. The personnel department shall promulgate all rules, 
policies, and procedures necessary to implement this act after consultation 
with the county commission and subject to the approval of the county com- 
mission. All rules, policies, and procedures shall be submitted to the county 
appointing authorities and department heads prior to final adoption and 
approval by the county commission. The initial rules, policies, and proce- 
dures to implement this act shall be approved by the county commission 
within 90 days of the effective date of this act. 


Section 9. (a) There shall be established the Baldwin County Per- 
sonnel Appeals Board. The board shall hear all appeals from final action as 
requested by an affected employee. 


(b) The Baldwin County appeals board shall be composed of five 
persons who are residents of the county. The members of the board shall be 
appointed as follows: Two members shall be appointed by the county com- 
mission, two members shall be selected by the classified employees using 
the procedure provided in this section. The fifth member shall be selected 
by the other four members of the board within 30 days after the four mem- 
bers of the board are selected and take office. In the event the four members 
of the board cannot agree on a fifth member within 30 days, then the fifth 
member shall be selected as follows: the members appointed by the county 
commission shall nominate one person and the members selected by the 
classified employees shall nominate one person. From these two nominees, 
the fifth member of the board shall be selected by lot. 


(c)(1) The Personnel Department shall cause to be placed with the 
paychecks tendered all classified employees a notification that nominations 
for membership on the board will be accepted for a period of 10 days from 
that date and instructing all interested classified employees to submit nomi- 
nations to the Personnel Director of Baldwin County within that period. 
Nominations shall be limited to persons who are classified employees of the 
county. 


(2) The Personnel Director shall compile a list of the nominations 
and cause ballots to be prepared for inclusion with the next paychecks ten- 
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dered all classified employees and shall instruct all classified employees of 
their right to vote for two names, and only two names, contained on the list 
of nominees. 


(3) The employees shall be instructed to tender their ballots in sealed 
envelopes to their supervisors within five days for submission to the Per- 
sonnel Director who shall make appropriate arrangements for their retrieval 
and tabulation in the presence of at least two members of the Baldwin County 
legislative delegation. 


(4) In the event that any one employee received a majority of all 
votes cast, he or she shall be deemed elected to serve on Board. In the event 
that no two employees receive at least a twenty-five percent plurality of all 
votes, then the names of the four employees receiving the most votes on the 
initial ballot shall be placed on a run-off ballot and voted upon by the em- 
ployees as set forth above. Those two employees then receiving the most 
votes shall be deemed elected to membership on the Board. 


(d) No person who holds elected office, is a candidate for elected 
office, or receives a salary from the county, except the classified employee 
board members, shall serve on the board. An Employee board member’s 
term shall immediately terminate upon occurrence of any one of the forego- 
ing conditions. A vacancy shall be filled in the same manner as the original 
appointment of a board member as soon as possible after a vacancy occurs. 
A board member shall be eligible for reappointment to successive terms on 
the board. 


(e) Each member shall serve a three-year term with the exception of 
the initial members of the board. The initial members shall draw lots to 
determine two members who shall serve a three-year term, two members 
who shall serve a two-year term, and one member who shall serve a one- 
year term. 


(f) The board shall follow administrative procedures adopted by 
the county commission to implement the appeals process. The personnel 
department shall provide all necessary clerical and administrative support 
for the board. The board shall meet as needed. Each year, board members 
shall select from among themselves a chairperson and secretary of the board. 
Board members may be compensated as established from time to time by 
the county commission. 


(g) All testimony shall be under oath and the board has the power 
to subpoena witnesses and demand production of relevant documents. The 
board has the authority to affirm, revise, or amend any previous personnel 
decisions after a hearing. 
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(h) The board shall hear all appeals from the final action of the 
department head with respect to disciplinary action. From any adverse de- 
cision of the county commission, the employee shall be entitled to, within 7 
days, appeal to the Circuit Court of Baldwin County for a non-jury trial de 
novo. 


Section 10. A classified employee shall have the right to appeal 
any disciplinary action taken against him or her. An employee on proba- 
tionary status shall not have that right unless the employee had permanent 
status in some other position at the time of appointment to the probationary 
position. An employee desiring to appeal any disciplinary action directed 
against him or her shall first exhaust any administrative remedy as pro- 
vided by policy of the commission. Upon exhausting any administrative 
remedy, the employee shall then file his or her appeal in writing with the 
Personnel Director within seven calendar days of the last final administra- 
tive action on the disciplinary action, and shall request a hearing before the 
personnel appeals board. Within seven calendar days after the receipt of the 
appeal, the Personnel Director shall file with the chair of the board and mail 
to the employee by certified mail a statement specifying the charges against 
the employee on which the disciplinary action was based. Upon the filing of 
the charges, the chair shall call a meeting of the board to be held within 30 
days after the filing of charges to hear the appeal, and shall forthwith give 
notice by certified mail to the employee and the board of the time and place 
of the meeting. Notice must be given 10 days prior to the meeting. The 
board shall have the authority to continue the hearing from time to time as 
may be necessary. In preparing for and conducting the hearing, the chair 
and secretary of the board shall each have the power to administer oaths, to 
subpoena and require the attendance of witnesses and the production of 
books, documents, and accounts pertaining to the grievance. 


Subpoenas issued as herein provided shall be served and the fees 
and allowances for the services thereof shall be the same as is provided by 
law for the service of subpoenas issued by the circuit court of Baldwin 
County. The fees and allowances in connection with the service of the sub- 
poena issued at the request of the county commission upon request of the 
board shall constitute reasonable and necessary expenses of the board. Any 
subpoena issued at the request of the employee shall be served as aforesaid, 
but only after the employee shall have deposited sufficient security with the 
sheriff or other recognized officer as will guarantee payment of the fees and 
allowances for the service. Any person failing to obey any summons by 
either of the officers of the board without good cause, to be determined by 
the circuit court of Baldwin County, may be punished by the court in the 
same method and manner as is provided by law for contempt of the court, 
and any person failing to obey any order or subpoena of the court, may be 
proceeded against by the court as is by law provided in the case of contempt 
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of the court. In addition, any employee of the county who fails to obey any 
of the orders or subpoenas may be disciplined as provided in this act. 


At the hearing before the board, the employee and his or her 
department head or supervisor shall each have the right to be represented by 
counsel, with the county commission authorized to employ legal counsel to 
represent the interest of the county, the hearing shall be governed by rules of 
practice and procedure as shall be adopted by the board, and in conducting 
the hearing, the board shall not be bound by the technical rules of evidence. 
No informality of procedure in the conduct of the hearing shall invalidate 
any recommendation made by the board. At the conclusion of the hearing, 
and within five working days therefrom, the board shall recommend to the 
commission one of the following: (1) That the disciplinary action taken 
against the employee be affirmed. (2) That the disciplinary action be re- 
versed and that the employee be reinstated with full back pay at the normal 
rate of pay that would have been in effect for the employee had he or she not 
been suspended without pay. (3) That the disciplinary action be reduced 
and that the employee be reinstated either without or with pay for any time 
suspended without pay. The recommendation shall be in writing to the chair 
of the county commission, and the county commission shall act upon such 
recommendation at its next regular or special called meeting and shall vote 
their approval or disapproval of the action of the board or may modify if the 
modification is less stringent than the action of the board, with the action 
becoming a matter of its official and public records. 


Section 11. (a) Each appointing authority and department head is 
authorized to hire employees to fill approved vacancies as established by 
the county commission. All classified employees and temporary employees 
shall be hired from a certified register provided by the personnel department 
of job applicants who meet the job-related qualifications. After a certified 
register is submitted to a county appointing authority or department head, 
the selection of an employee shall be acted upon within 30 days of submis- 
sion for approval of the county commission. An appointed employee is not 
required to be hired from a certified register. Employees appointed by the 
county shall be classified employees, except as provided by this act. 


(b) All personnel activities shall be in accordance with the rules, 
policies, and procedures adopted by the county commission. 


(c) The county commission shall provide full, fair, and adequate 
justification for each placement action taken and must be able to relate each 
such action to objective criteria established from commencement of the req- 
uisition and recruiting process. The county commission is directed to estab- 
lish sufficient safeguards to prevent the arbitrary or capricious application 
of personnel policies and procedures to classified employees. 
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Section 12. All existing employees of Baldwin County who have 
successfully completed a probationary period on the effective date of this 
act, as currently provided shall be classified employees except employees 
designated in appointed employee positions as provided in this act. 


Section 13. One appointed employee position may be filled by the 
judge of probate which position shall be designated chief clerk. Two ap- 
pointed employee positions may be filled by the Revenue Commissioner 
which positions shall be designated chief clerk of collections and chief ap- 
praiser. Three appointed employee positions may be filled by the sheriff 
which positions shall be designated chief deputy, chief jailer, and chief of 
the civil division. The following shall be appointed contract employees: 
County Administrator, Emergency Management Director, Juvenile Deten- 
tion Director, Personnel Director, Building Official, Clerk/Treasurer, County 
Engineer, and Development and Environmental Director. Each of the ap- 
pointed contract employees shall be employed under contract with the com- 
mission. Each contract shall include at a minimum the following provi- 
sions: 


(1) A provision for termination and severance. 
(2) A job description for the position. 


(3) Semiannual written evaluation to be reviewed with the em- 
ployee and retained by the commission in the employee’s personnel file. 


(4) A provision that the contract will be nonbinding on the succes- 
sor commission after each four-year election; however, the contracts must 
be cancelled or continued within 90 days of the successor commission tak- 
ing office. 


Section 14. This act shall not affect the power of the county com- 
mission to contract for professional services or services not performed by a 
county employee on a regular basis. 


Section 15. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 16. All laws or parts of laws, general, local, or special, 
including specifically as it applies to Baldwin County, which conflict with 
this act are hereby repealed. However, it is the intent of the Legislature that 
the personnel system, appeals processes, policies, procedures, rules and 
regulations herein established shall comply with and be construed to be in 
pari materia with orders of the Circuit Court of Baldwin County in that 
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certain litigation styled Baldwin County Employees Association versus 
Baldwin County Commission Case No. CV-90-831. CCP. 


Section 17. The provisions of this act providing for the hiring of 
county employees from certified registers shall become operative 90 days 
from the effective date of this act. 


Section 18. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

SUBSTITUTE FOR HB 462 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the enactment of the Safe Streets Act of 1995; to 
provide for notice to the public of the act; to require the Department of 
Public Safety to notify a person by certified mail of the seizure and forfei- 
ture of his or her motor vehicle; to provide certain exemptions; and to pro- 
vide for seizure and forfeiture of a motor vehicle driven by a person who is 
driving while his or her driver’s license or driving privilege has been sus- 
pended or revoked. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. This bill may be cited as the “Safe Streets Act of 1995.” 


Section 2. The Legislature finds and declares all of the following: 


(1) Driving a motor vehicle on the public streets and highways is a 
privilege, not a right. 


(2) Of all drivers involved in fatal accidents, a driver with a sus- 
pended license is more likely to be involved in a fatal accident than a prop- 
erly licensed driver. 


(3) Alabamians who comply with the law are frequently victims of 
traffic accidents caused by unlicensed drivers. These innocent victims suf- 
fer considerable pain and property loss at the hands of people who flaunt 
the law. 


(4) A large number of persons whose driving privilege has been 
suspended or revoked continue to drive regardless of the law. 


(5) It is necessary and appropriate to take additional steps to pre- 
vent unlicensed drivers from driving, including the civil forfeiture of ve- 
hicles used by unlicensed drivers. The state has a critical interest in enforc- 
ing its traffic laws and in keeping unlicensed drivers from illegally driving. 
Seizing the vehicles used by unlicensed drivers serves a significant govern- 
mental and public interest, namely the protection of the health, safety, and 
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welfare of Alabamians from the harm of unlicensed drivers, who are in- 
volved in a disproportionate number of traffic incidents, and the avoidance 
of the associated destruction and damage to lives and property. 


(6) The Safe Streets Act of 1995 is consistent with the due process 
requirements of the United States Constitution and the holding of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in Calero-Toledo v. Pearson Yacht Leas- 
ing Co., 40 Ed. 2d 452. 


Section 3. For the purposes of this act, the following words shall 
have the following meanings: 


(1) IMPOUNDING AGENCY. The law enforcement agency which 
impounded the vehicle driven by a person without a valid driver’s license. 


(2) LEGAL OWNER. A lienholder, person with a security interest 
in a motor vehicle, a lessor of a motor vehicle, assignee of the lessor, or a 
person who is the registered owner of the motor vehicle. 


Section 4. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, and 
except as otherwise provided in this section, a motor vehicle is subject to 
forfeiture as a nuisance if it is driven on a highway of this state and all of 
the following conditions exist: 


(1) The motor vehicle is registered in the name of the driver. 


(2) The motor vehicle is driven by a person whose license or license 
privilege is suspended or revoked at the time he or she was stopped for 
having been previously convicted of driving under the influence of alcohol 
or a controlled substance, as defined in Section 32-5A-191 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


(b) A law enforcement officer may not stop a vehicle for the pur- 
pose of determining whether the driver is properly licensed under this act. 


(c)(1) If a driver is unable to produce a valid driver’s license on the 
demand of a law enforcement officer, the vehicle shall be impounded re- 
gardless of ownership, unless the peace officer is reasonably able, by other 
means, to verify that the driver is properly licensed. Prior to impounding a 
vehicle, a law enforcement officer shall make a reasonable attempt to verify 
the license status of a driver who claims to be properly licensed, but who is 
unable to produce the license on demand of the law enforcement officer. 


(2) A law enforcement officer shall not impound a vehicle pursuant 
to this subdivision if the license of the driver expired within the preceding 
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90 days and the driver would otherwise have been properly licensed. 


(3) A registered or legal owner of record including the holder of 
any lien or encumbrance on the vehicle at the time of impoundment may 
request a hearing to determine the validity of the impoundment pursuant to 
subsection (0). 


(4) If the driver of a vehicle impounded pursuant to this subdivi- 
sion was not a registered owner of the vehicle at the time of impoundment, 
or if the driver of the vehicle was a registered owner of the vehicle at the 
time of impoundment, but the driver does not have a previous conviction for 
a violation of Section 32-5A-191 of the Code of Alabama 1975, the vehicle 
shall be released and is not subject to forfeiture. 


(d) A vehicle impounded pursuant to subsection (c) shall be re- 
leased if: 


(1) On the first violation of this act, the driver presents his or her 
valid driver’s license, including a valid temporary Alabama driver’s license 
or permit, to the impounding agency. The vehicle shall then be released to a 
registered owner of record at the time of impoundment, or an agent of the 
owner authorized in writing, upon payment of towing and normal and cus- 
tomary storage charges related to the impoundment, providing that the per- 
son claiming the vehicle is properly licensed and the vehicle is properly 
registered. 


(2) On the second violation of this act and if the driver does not 
have a valid driver’s license, and the driver presents a signed statement or 
affidavit that the loss of the vehicle will cause an economic or personal 
hardship to his or her household. The vehicle shall then be released to a 
registered owner of record at the time of impoundment, or an agent of the 
owner authorized in writing, upon payment of towing and normal and cus- 
tomary storage charges related to the impoundment, providing that the per- 
son claiming the vehicle is properly licensed or has a person who is prop- 
erly licensed to drive the vehicle, and the vehicle is properly registered. 


(e) On a third violation of this act, the vehicle shall remain in the 
custody of the impounding law enforcement agency unless the driver re- 
quests a hearing pursuant to subsection (d) and there is a favorable ruling 
for the driver. 


(f)() The impounding agency, in the case of a vehicle that has not 
been redeemed pursuant to subsection (d), or has not been otherwise re- 
leased, shall promptly ascertain from the Department of Revenue the names 
and addresses of all legal and registered owners of the vehicle. 
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(2) The impounding agency, within ten working days of impound- 
ment, shall send a notice by certified mail, return receipt requested, to all 
legal owners of the vehicle, and to any holder of a lien or encumbrance on 
the vehicle, at the addresses obtained from the Department of Revenue in- 
forming them that the vehicle is subject to forfeiture and will be sold or 
otherwise disposed of pursuant to this section. The notice shall also include 
instructions for filing a claim with the district attorney of the judicial circuit 
wherein the vehicle was impounded, and the time limits for filing a claim. 
The notice shall also inform any legal owner of its right to conduct the sale 
pursuant to subsection (h). If a registered owner was personally served at 
the time of impoundment with a notice containing all the information re- 
quired to be provided by this subdivision, no further notice is required to be 
sent to a registered owner. However, a notice shall be sent to the legal own- 
ers of the vehicle, if any. 


(3) If no claims are filed and served within 30 days after the mail- 
ing of notice in subdivision (2), or if no claims are filed and served within 
10 days of personal service of the notice specified in subdivision (2), when 
no other mailed notice is required pursuant to subdivision (2), the district 
attorney shall prepare a written declaration of forfeiture of the vehicle to 
the state. A written declaration of forfeiture signed by the district attorney 
under this subdivision shall be deemed to provide good and sufficient title 
to the forfeited vehicle. A copy of the declaration shall be provided on re- 
quest to the person informing of the pending forfeiture pursuant to para- 
graph (2). A claim that is filed and is later withdrawn by the claimant shall 
be deemed not to have been filed. 


(4) If a claim is timely filed and served, then the district attorney 
shall file a petition of forfeiture with the appropriate court within 10 days 
of the receipt of the claim. The district attorney shall establish an expedited 
hearing date in accordance with instructions from the court, and the court 
shall hear the matter within five working days. The court filing fee shall be 
paid by the claimant, but shall be reimbursed by the impounding agency if 
the claimant prevails. To the extent practicable, the civil and criminal cases 
shall be heard at the same time in an expedited, consolidated proceeding. 


(5) The burden of proof in the civil case shall be on the prosecuting 
agency by a preponderance of the evidence. All questions that may arise 
shall be decided and all other proceedings shall be conducted as in an ordi- 
nary civil action. A judgment of forfeiture does not require as a condition 
precedent to the conviction of a defendant of an offense which made the 
vehicle subject to forfeiture. The filing of a claim within the time limits 
specified in subdivision (3) is a jurisdictional prerequisite for the availing 
of the action authorized by subdivision (3). 
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(6) All rights, title, and interest in the vehicle shall vest in the state 
upon commission of the act giving rise to the forfeiture. However, when the 
certificate of title discloses lienholders, the impounding authority shall no- 
tify each lienholder of the seizure within 10 days of the seizure. If the total 
amount of a valid lien equals or exceeds the value of the vehicle seized, the 
vehicle shall be made available to the lienholder in order of priority upon 
payment by the lienholder of all costs of towing and storage to the im- 
pounding agency. The lienholder shall not dispose of the vehicle until and 
unless a verdict of guilty has been entered against the driver of the vehicle. 


(g) Any vehicle impounded that is not redeemed pursuant to sub- 
section (d) and is subsequently forfeited pursuant to this section shall be 
sold after an order of forfeiture is issued by a court pursuant to subsection 


(f). 


(h) Any legal owner who in the regular course of business conducts 
sales of repossessed or surrendered motor vehicles may take possession and 
conduct the sale of the forfeited vehicle if it notifies the agency impounding 
the vehicle of its intent to conduct the sale within 15 days of the mailing of 
the notice pursuant to subsection (f). The sale of the vehicle after forfeiture 
pursuant to this subsection may be conducted at the time, in the manner, 
and on the notice usually given by the legal owner for the sale of repos- 
sessed or surrendered vehicles. The proceeds of any sale conducted by the 
legal owner shall be disposed of as provided in subsection (j). 


(i) If the legal owner does not notify the agency impounding the 
vehicle of its intent to conduct the sale as provided in subsection (h), the 
agency shall offer the forfeited vehicle for sale at public auction within 60 
days of receiving title to the vehicle. Low value vehicles shall be disposed 
of pursuant to subsection (1). 


(j) The proceeds of a sale of a forfeited vehicle shall be disposed of 
in the following priority: 


(1) To satisfy the towing and storage costs following impound- 
ment, the costs of providing notice pursuant to subsection (f), the costs of 
sale, and the unfunded costs of judicial proceedings, if any. 


(2) To the legal owner in an amount to satisfy the indebtedness 
owed to the legal owner remaining as of the date of sale, including accrued 
interest or finance charges and delinquency charges, providing that the prin- 
cipal indebtedness was incurred prior to the date of impoundment. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale payable under this subparagraph shall be paid to the holder 
of the first priority lien or first priority encumbrance on the vehicle. 
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(3) To the holder of any subordinate lien or encumbrance on the 
vehicle, other than a registered or legal owner, to satisfy any indebtedness 
so secured if written notification of demand is received before distribution 
of the proceeds is completed. The holder of a subordinate lien or encum- 
brance, if requested, shall furnish reasonable proof of its interest and, un- 
less it does so upon request, is not entitled to distribution pursuant to this 
section. 


(4) To any other person, other than a registered or legal owner, who 
can reasonably establish an interest in the vehicle, if written notification 
received before distribution of the proceeds is completed. 


(5) Of the remaining proceeds, funds shall be made available to 
pay any local agency and court costs that are reasonably related to the 
implementation of this section, that remain unsatisfied. 


(6) Of the remaining proceeds, half shall be transferred to the State 
Treasurer for deposit in the General Fund for the benefit of the Department 
of Public Safety and half shall be transferred to the general fund of the 
municipality or county of the impounding agency. A portion of the local 
funds may be used to establish a reward fund for persons coming forward 
with information leading to the arrest and conviction of hit and run drivers 
and to publicize the availability of the reward fund. 


(k) The person conducting the sale shall disburse the proceeds of 
the sale as provided in subsection (j) and shall provide a written accounting 
regarding the disposition to the impounding agency and, on request, to any 
person entitled to claiming a share of the proceeds, within 15 days after the 
sale is conducted. 


(1) If the vehicle to be sold pursuant to this section is not of the type 
that can readily be sold to the public generally, the vehicle shall be con- 
veyed to a licensed dismantler or donated to a public institution. License 
plates shall be removed from any vehicle conveyed to a dismantler pursuant 
to this subsection. 


(m) No vehicle shall be sold pursuant to this section if the impound- 
ing agency determines the vehicle to have been stolen. In this event, the 
vehicle may be claimed by the registered owner at any time after impound- 
ment, providing the vehicle registration is current and the registered owner 
has no outstanding traffic violations. If the identity of the legal and regis- 
tered owners of the vehicle cannot be reasonably ascertained, the vehicle 
may be sold. 


(n) Any owner of a vehicle who suffers any loss due to the im- 
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poundment or forfeiture of any vehicle pursuant to this section may recover 
the amount of the loss from the unlicensed, suspended, or revoked driver. 


(0)(1) The impounding agency, if requested to do so, shall not later 
than 15 days after the date the vehicle was impounded provide the opportu- 
nity for a poststorage hearing to determine the validity of the storage to the 
persons who were the registered and legal owners of the vehicle at the time 
of impoundment, except that the hearing shall be requested within three 
days after the date the vehicle was impounded if personal service was pro- 
vided to a registered owner pursuant to subdivision (2) of subsection (f) and 
no mailed notice is required. 


(2) The poststorage hearing shall be conducted not later than two 
days after the date it was requested and it shall be conducted in the office or 
post headquarters of the law enforcement agency that seized the vehicle. 
The impounding agency may authorize its own officer or employee or re- 
quest the municipal or district court, where appropriate, to conduct the hear- 
ing if the hearing officer is not the same person who directed the storage of 
the vehicle. Failure of either the registered or legal owner to request a hear- 
ing as provided in subdivision (1) or to attend a scheduled hearing shall 
satisfy the poststorage hearing requirement. 


(3) The agency employing the person who directed the storage is 
responsible for the costs incurred for towing and storage if it is determined 
that the driver at the time of impoundment had a valid driver’s license. 


(p) As used in this section, “days” means workdays not including 
weekends and holidays. 


(q) Charges for towing and storage for any vehicle impounded pur- 
suant to this section shall not exceed the normal towing and storage rates 
for other vehicle towing and storage conducted by the impounding agency 
in the normal course of business. 


(r) The Administrative Office of Courts shall prescribe and distrib- 
ute standard forms and procedures for implementation of this section to be 
used by all courts and law enforcement agencies throughout the state. 


(s) The impounding agency may act as the agent of the state in 
carrying out this section. 


(t) No vehicle shall be impounded pursuant to this section if the 
driver has a valid license but the license is for a class of vehicle other than 
the vehicle operated by the driver. 
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Section 5. Upon conviction of a violation of Section 32-SA-191 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975, the court shall inform the defendant that a 
motor vehicle is subject to forfeiture as a nuisance if it is driven on a high- 
way in this state by a driver whose driver’s license or driving privilege has 
been suspended or revoked because of a conviction for a violation of Sec- 
tion 32-5A-191 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 6. Nothing in this act shall be deemed either to authorize a 
municipality to enact an ordinance, or to preempt or preclude a municipal- 
ity from enacting an ordinance, that provides for administrative sanctions 
involving impoundment of vehicles used in the commission of the offense of 
driving with a suspended or revoked license or without a license. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 17-7-1, 17-8-2.1, and 17-16-40, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 


“§17-7-1. 


“(a) The following persons shall be entitled to have their names 
printed on the appropriate ballot for the general election, provided they are 
otherwise qualified for the office they seek: 


“(1) All candidates who have been put in nomination by primary 
election and certified in writing by the chair and secretary of the canvassing 
board of the party holding the primary and filed with the probate judge of 
the county, in the case of a candidate for county office, and the Secretary of 
State in all other cases, on the day next following the last day for contesting 
the primary election for that office if no contest is filed. If a contest is filed, 
then the certificate for the contested office must be filed on the day next 
following the date of settlement or decision of the contest. 


“(2) All candidates who have been put in nomination by any cau- 
cus, convention, mass meeting, or other assembly of any political party or 
faction and certified in writing by the chair and secretary of the nominating

BEIT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section |. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama of 1901, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a part 
thereof when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon 
and in accordance with Sections 284, 285, and 287 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


A person elected or appointed to a public office after the effective 
date of this amendment shall not participate in or contribute to a supernu- 
merary program nor assume a supernumerary office. 


A person who, on the effective date of this amendment, is serving 
as a supernumerary official, or has made an election to become a super- 
numerary official, or is making contributions to a supernumerary program, 
or is otherwise entitled to participate in the supernumerary program estab- 
lished by statute may continue to serve or participate in the supernumerary 
program, which shall include the assumption of a supernumerary office 
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after the effective date of this amendment, according to the terms and con- 
ditions of the law which established the supernumerary program, notwith- 
standing the fact that the person may be reelected after the effective date of 
this amendment to the public office he or she is holding on the effective date 
of this amendment. 


Notwithstanding any provisions of this Constitution to the contrary

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to motor vehicles; to amend Sections 40-12-290, 40-12- 
291, 40-12-293, and.40-12-296 of the Code of Alabama 1975; to provide 
for the issuance of a five-year or one-year vintage license plate or tag only 
for those vehicles 25 years old and operated as a collector’s item; to provide 
for the issuance of a one-year vintage license plate or tag for those vehicles 
25 years old and operated for general transportation purposes; to define a 
vintage vehicle; to prescribe penalties for violating this act; to delete the 
provision that the plate or tag is valid without renewal; to provide for the 
distribution of proceeds from the registration of 25 year-old vintage ve- 
hicles; and to specify further the design of the plate or tag. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 40-12-290, 40-12-291, 40- 12-293, and 40-12- 
296 of the Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 


“840-12-290. 


“(a) Subject to the requirements of subsections (b), (c), (d), and 
(e). the Fhe owner of any a motor vehicle which is herein defined as a 


“vintage vehicle” morethan25-years-old-and-whtelrts owned-and-operated 
ptimarity-as-a-eotteetor’s-ttem, upon application to the GCemmtsstoner-of 


judge of probate or commissioner of li- 
censes on special application forms prescribed by the commtsstoner Com- 
missioner of Revenue of the Alabama Department of Revenue and the pay- 
ment of a registration fee of $+0 pursuant to subsections (b)(1) and (b)(2) 
of this section, may register sueh the vehicle as an-~“anttque a “vintage 
vehicle” and procure therefor permanent license plates ertags to be issued 


for and displayed on steh the vehicle trtetrofregttarmoter-vehieleteense 
plates-or-tags. 


“(b)(1) Beginning January 1, 1996, the owner of a “vintage ve- 
hicle” which is owned and operated primarily as a collector’s item may, 
upon satisfying the requirements of this subsection, register the vehicle as a 
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“vintage vehicle.” The owner shall apply to the judge of probate or county 
official authorized and required by law to issue license plates and tags. The 
owner shall use the special application form prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner of the Alabama Department of Revenue and shall pay a registration 
fee_of fifty dollars ($50) for a tag or plate valid for five years or in the 


alternative ten dollars ($10) for a tag or plate valid for one year. 


“(2) Beginning January 1, 1996, the owner of a “vintage vehicle” 
which is owned and operated primarily for general transportation purposes, 
may upon satisfying the requirement of this subsection, register the vehicle 
as a “‘vintage vehicle.”” The owner shall apply annually to the judge of pro- 
bate or county official authorized and required by law to issue license plates 
and tags. The owner shall use the special application form prescribed by the 
Commissioner of the Alabama Department of Revenue and shall pay the 


state registration fee pursuant to Sections 40-12-242, 40-12-248. and 40- 
12-273. 


“(3) Upon satisfying these requirements. vintage vehicle license 

lates or tags shall be issued and displayed on the vehicle in lieu of a regu- 
lar motor vehicle license plate or tag. The license plate or tag shall be valid 
for a period of five years or in the alternative one year, as appropriate, from 
the date of purchase and shall be renewed as provided in subsection (c). The 
Department of Revenue shall determine a method of distinguishing license 
tags or plates valid for one year and those valid for five years and for those 
vehicles operated primarily as a collector’s item or for general transporta- 


tion purposes. 


“(c)(1) The judge of probate or other issuing official or the desig- 
nee of the judge of probate or other issuing official may conduct a visual 
inspection of the “vintage vehicle” at a location designated by the judge of 
probate or other issuing official, or provide photo proof of the vehicle to 
confirm that the vehicle meets the requirements of this division as to vehicle 
age, and has not been substantially modified. 


“(2) “Vintage vehicle” license plates shall remain with the vehicle 
when sold or otherwise disposed of, and the new owner shall transfer the 
registration into his or her name in accordance with Sections 40-12-260 
and 40-12-261, if the vehicle will be operated in accordance with this sec- 
tion, and, if not, standard license plates shall be obtained. 


“(3) The owner of a vehicle displaying an antique license plate 
issued prior to January 1, 1996, if the vehicle is to be operated in accor- 
dance with subsection (d) of this section, shall surrender the license plate 
and obtain the vintage vehicle license plate authorized in subdivisions | or 
2 of subsection (b) without payment. 
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“(d) For the purpose of this section, a “vintage vehicle” is: (1) a 
private passenger automobile, truck or truck tractor which weighs not more 
than 26,000 pounds gross weight, motorcycle, or fire truck, (ii) 25 years 
old or older, (iti) operated as a collector’s item, including participation in 
club activities, exhibitions, tours, and parades, (iv) a vehicle having the 
original vehicle body, chassis, engine, and transmission as designated for 
that make, model, year, and age vehicle, and (v) substantially undamaged. 


For purposes of this section, a motor vehicle shall have the meaning speci- 
fied in Section 40-12-240. 


“(e)(L) Any antique license plate or tag issued prior to January 1, 
1996, shall become invalid on January 1, 1997, for those vehicles not clas- 
sified as “vintage vehicles” or for “vintage vehicles” used for general trans- 
portation purposes. For “vintage vehicles” not used for general transporta- 
tion purposes, any antique license plate or tag issued prior to January 1, 
1996, shall become invalid on January 1, 1999. 


“(2) Any person violating this section shall, upon conviction, pay a 
fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100), shall forfeit the vintage 
vehicle registration and plates issued to the owner for the respective ve- 
hicle, shall be liable for the regular registration fee and taxes for the ve- 
hicle, and shall be barred from applying for or holding a vintage vehicle 
registration for the respective vehicle for three years from the date of the 
violation. This penalty shall be in lieu of any other penalty specified in this 
chapter for this offense. 


“(f) The use of the term “antique vehicle” as used in any other 
section of this division, shall also mean a vintage vehicle.”

vehicle which has been registered and licensed as an“‘anttqtre a “vintage 
vehicle” pursuant to this division shall not be subject to the motor vehicle 
licensing requirements of Division | of this article, nor any other law pre- 
scribing or requiring the payment of a license or privilege tax for the privi- 
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lege of operating steh the vehicle upon the public roads or highways of this 


state. Sueh-vehtetes-as-may-be Vehicles registered under this division shall 


be exempt from ad valorem taxation.

“Any other law to the contrary notwithstanding, AH all moneys 
derived from the registration and licensing of anttqte vintage motor ve- 


hicles shall be paid into the same fund in the State Treasury that moneys 
derived from regular motor vehicle license taxes are paid. Such moneys 
may be used for the same purposes and disbursed in the same manner pre- 
scribed for moneys derived from regular motor vehicle license taxes.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective January 1, 1996, upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.
